Four  Splendid  New  Antirrhinums  Statice  Sinuata 


“Harmony”  (Majus  Grandiflorum) 

A striking  feature  of  this  superb  new  variety  is  its  tall, 
state!}'  habit  and  exceptionally  long  flower  spikes.  Cluster- 
ing thickly  on  the  latter  are  large  and  beautifully  frilled 
flowers,  the  color  being  a rich  terra-cotta  orange,  shaded 
with  rose  and  merging  into  golden  yellow  at  the  center,  a 
most  pleasing  and  harmonious  collection  of  art  shades, 
which  iiisuies  a splendid  ellcct  in  an}'  scheme  of  garden 
decoration.

“Empress”  (Nanum  Grandiflorum) 

Rich  velvety  crimson ; early  blooming.  Per  pkt.,  50c.

After  a number  of  years  of  careful 
selection,  we  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  a strain  of  which 
the  flowers  are  of  an  absolutely  pure  white.  Another  valu- 
able feature  of  this  novelty  is  that  it  produces  a larger  per- 
centage of  double  flowers  than  the  old  type.

CAPTAIN  CHAS.  BURGESS 

A bright  salmon  pink  on  white  ground,  the  nearest  to  true  apple- 
blossom  coloring.

CHELSEA  (Bolton) 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  and  distinct  Sweet  Peas  ever  sent  out.
